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Detailed protocol 


Primers used for cloning the constructs described in the manuscript are described in Supplementary file 6. CD (Addgene 35102), and UPRT (Addgene 47110) 
were used as template for PCR for subcloning. RFP and IRES were amplified using pTRIPZ (Dharmacon) as template. The PCR products were either ligated 
using DNA Ligase after restriction enzyme digestion and/or by Gibson Assembly. 
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
